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III. DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-4, and 8-9 are presented for examination. Claims 
5-7 are canceled. 

In response to communications filed on June 21, 2006, 
Claims 1-4, and 8-9 are pending in the application. 

Applicant's arguments have been reconsidered but are not deemed 
persuasive for the reasons set forth below. 

Drawings 

The Examiner contends that the drawings submitted on 
January 21, 2006 are objected to because they contain 
typographical errors, i.e. See Figure 3, #2 w MONITOR I GN UNIT" . 

Specification 

The disclosure is objected to because of the following 
informalities: a new title is required because 

- - INFORMATION MANAGEMENT SYSTEM, INFORMATION MANAGEMENT 

METHOD AND STORAGE MEDIUM-- does not describe Applicant's 
invention 

Appropriate correction is required. 

The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title 
is required that is clearly indicative of the invention to which 
the claims are directed. Ergo, objection cited on the office 
action dated January 18, 2 006 remains. 
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Response to Applicant' s Remarks 

Examiner has completed a through review and study of 
Applicant's amendment of June 21, 2006. Examiner acknowledges 
that Claims 1-4, and 8-9 remain in the application and that 
Claims 1, 8 and 9 are the independent claims. 

Regarding the Claim Rejections of 35 U.S.C. 101, Examiner 
withdraws the rejection for claims 1-3, and 8 but maintains the 
35 U.S.C. 101 rejection for Claim 9. (See office action dated 
January 18, 2 006 incorporated wherein see below) : 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC . 101 
35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, 
machine, manufacture, or composition of matter or any new and 
useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefore, 
subject to the conditions and requirements of this title. 

Claims 9 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claims 
are directed to a non-statutory subject matter, specifically, 
the claims are not directed towards the final result that is 
"useful, tangible and concrete. 

(See State Street , 149 F.3d at 1373-74 USPQ2d at 1601-02). 

According to the New Guidelines of October 26, 2 005, which 
states that "A claim limited to a machine or manufacture, which 
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has a practical application, is statutory. In most cases a 
claim to a specific machine or manufacture will have a practical 
application. See Alappat , 33 F.3d at 1544, 31 USPQ2d at 1557)... 
a specific machine to produce a useful, concrete, and tangible 
result and State Street , 149 F.3d at 1373-74 USPQ2d at 1601-02).

The Supreme Court has repeatedly held that abstractions are 
not patentable. "An idea of itself is not patentable". Rubber - 
Tip Pencil Co. V. Howard , 20 Wall. 498, 07. Phenomena of 
nature, though just discovered, mental processes, abstract 
intellectual concepts are not patentable, as they are the basic 
tools of scientific and technological work Gottschalk v. Benson , 
175 USPQ 673, 675 (S Ct 1972). It is a common place that laws 
of nature, physical phenomena, and abstract ideas are not 
patentable subject matter Parker v. Flook , 197 USPQ 193, 201 (S 
Ct 1978) . A process that consists solely of the manipulation of 
a data structure is not concrete or tangible. See In re 
Warmerdam, 33 F.3d 1354, 1360, 31 USPQ2d 1754, 1759 (Fed. Cir. 
1994). See also Schrader, 22 F.3d at 295, 30 USPQ2d at 1459. 
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Examiner' s Remarks: 

Regarding Claim 9, Applicant's claimed, "storage medium stored 
program for making a computer execute a management of an 
execution record of information" is not statutory per se because 
the claimed, " storage medium stored program for making a 
computer execute a management of an execution record of 
information" is lacking storage on a computer readable medium, 
such as "computer- readable storage medium" . Also, the 
instructions are not in executable form. Therefore, Examiner 
believes that the above listed claims are nonstatutory. 
Therefore, Examiner maintains the rejection under 35 U.S.C. 101, 
January 18, 2006. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-4 and 8 are allowed over the prior art made of 
record.
